flooded and soakod; anyhow, tho demand 
fur tonnage haa improved and some Frosh 
chartering has come to pass, though closing 
«quotatiune cannot bocalled anything better 
than Jb centa per Ficulas yet. i 
however. hardly any prospect of procuring 
further tonnage at that rate, in fact, 
busineta can only be rendered practicable 
aguin st a considerable advance, tho deten- 
tion coused by the oxisting quarantine be- 
ing such as to tako away what little margin 
may bo loft. 

» Rates from Saigon to Philipps. porta 
have continued to follow a downward ten- 
dency and at tho moment nothing better 
than 8/20 cents per picul can bo quoted, 
but it is to be hoped that tho rathor limited 
amount of tonnage suitable for this branch 
of tho tmdo may help to bring about some 
improvement again. A few settlements are 
on record at 38/30 cents per picul, ahigher 
ratu having been secured by a steamer to 
load for Cobu.

Northorn rates have slso continued on 
thedownward move. To-day’s list ufecttlo- 
ments contains a number of Charters, most 
of thom howevor effected some timo back 
at still fnirly good rates, but closinz quota- 
tion in nothing better than abaut 30 cen‘s 
per picul from Newchwang to Swatow, whilat 
for Amoy or Canton, somowhat better 
torns right bo had. Newchwang sdvices 
havo it that, up to 25th ultimo, only 62 
ateamera have been loading at thet port 
agninut 266 steamers same time last year 
and it ixalso reported, that—in the event 
of nathing interfering - large arrivals of 
producu are expected by the end of the 
month ond, if prices recede sufficiently, it 
is quite possible, that matters in this 
direction may take a change for tho better. 

Coal rates from Japancse ports aro, if 
. anything, slightly firmer, but“thero ia otill 
too much tonnage to allow of uny material 
improvement. Business has been done at 
$1.75 por ton for this port, $1.85 for Amoy,
